Make personal check the 
membership status your associates and acquaintances 
and induce eligible file application for 
membership with the Executive Secretary Washington. 

its meeting Houston our Society, acting upon 
recommendation the Governing Board, adopted policy 
whereby will welcome sustaining associates cor 
porations, other organizations, individuals making 
annual contribution more. Our advertising 
program, rather unproductive the past, has been revised 
and should, with proper development, net reasonable 
profit the months come. Here again you can help; 
approach potential sustaining associates and advertisers 
your area, effective selling job and then inform 
the Executive Secretary your progress that can 
follow through. 

Our publications are not paying their way the present 
time and members are largely blame. Perhaps our 
member rates are too low, but that not our 
most serious problem. Apparently take our publica- 
tions for granted and many are not supporting them 
should. all want these publications continued, 
all use them; why not support and strengthen them 
purchasing personal copies? All too few our members 
support the Annals, the Indices Economic Entomology, 
and Entoma. Certainly more paid publications would help 
great deal. Some members and institutions are very 
generous this regard, but there are others who apparent- 
never think expediting publication and aiding the 
Society financially offering pay publication costs, 
even when such procedure perfectly feasible and ad- 
vantageous both the author and his employer sponsor. 

The Governing Board and the officers the Society 
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are doing and will continue everything within their 
power solve the problems that arise and advance the 
general welfare our Society, but they need helpful 
suggestions. Some you obviously have very definite 
convictions how the Entomological Society 
America should run and how some our current 
problems could solved. possible the Governing 
Board may not find practicable possible act 
favorably every suggestion, but the same time 
you have not fulfilled your obligation member until 
you have transmitted your suggestions the Governing 
Board, appropriate committee chairman, officer. 
Remember, the consists over 3,000 in- 
dividual members and not just those whose names appear 
the pages its publications. Its future depends upon 
the interest and loyalty you and you and you, and its 
successes and failures are yours personally yours.

William Horsfall, Chairman, and members the 
general program committee and the officers the sections 
and subsections, for their diligent efforts formulating 
programs great value those attendance.

have just passed through year centennial cele- 
bration, quiet celebration true, but nonetheless 
period which have looked with some pride the 
entomological achievements the last hundred years. 

our individual success and the success 
our Society are linked closely with the success en- 
tomology whole, believe should take time 
periodically examine the operation entomo- 
logical endeavor search for flaws and seek ways 
improving it. this time would like explore few 
the many ramifications such examination. 

During its years attacking the insect problem, the 
field entomology has evolved into highly comp lex and 
interwoven structure. Base data are supplied workers 
taxonomy, morphology, physiology, 
bionomics, and ecology. From these data other workers 
devise and test methods, and finally the field and 
extension entomologists transmit this information the 
people who actually put into practice. each these 
phases there are many details and remember, 
and many problems solve, that most workers have 
become specialists some phase entomology. 
result entomology composed large number inter- 
dependent parts, linked together various places 
coordinating centers which guide the whole toward the 
work accomplished. Entomology runs teamwork, 
and both needless and futile say any one part 
more important than another. 

While there interdependence the specialties that 
make entomology, there real need for great deal 
more inter-communication between the individual spec- 
ialties. Speaking taxonomy, could cite many cases 
which the existence important taxonomic problem 
was unknown due lack data regarding hosts, life 
history, distribution, and such information became 
available only due the efforts someone working 
another field. noted case that the screw-worm, 
Callitroga hominivorax, and its relatively harmless sister 
species, macellaria. Taxonomists had not suspected 
that two species were involved until control investigators 
discovered that two biological entities existed. Another 
case was that the European spruce sawfly, Diprion 
hercyniae. When first became pest this country 
was identified polytomum. The Canadian popula- 
tions were parthenogenetic. was noted that fresh 
material brought over from Europe frequently produced 
many males and seemed normally bisexual. group 
cytologists became interested the problem and 
eventually demonstrated that Europe there are really 
two spruce sawflies, only one which established 
North America. certain that these are only two 
many, many similar cases which exist but which are 
not aware. 

equally sure that taxonomists unearth ideas 
important and fruitful research workers 
other specialties. There is, for instance, the question 
host specificity. more discovered concerning the 
phylogeny the plant-feeding insects, obvious that 
many cases insect behavior plays more important 
role than the impirical nutritional differences between 
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plant species. This leads the question, what are these 
behavioral differences, how they operate, and what are 
their unit characters? 

Another question exemplified the house mosquito, 
which has southern race and northern race, with 
overlapping hybrid band between them. know the 
morphological characters the two races, but essentially 
nothing the physiological characters. Exactly why can 
the northern race survive the northern winters, but its 
southern relative can not? And why can the southern race 
survive the southern summers, which its northern relative 
seems only rarely? explain saying that 
one cold resistant, the other heat resistant, but this 
rephrasing leaves unanswered the question what are 
the exact differences cellular chemistry and physics 
which endow each individual with its observed ecological 
properties. These are only two examples many seen 
the taxonomist which pose questions pointing poorly 
developed areas both physiology and genetics. 

The same conditions undoubtedly prevail throughout all 
the divisions entomology. The rate ex- 
change these matters not due indifference 
selfishness. When asked for help, entomologists are the 
most cooperative people. believe that have tended 
become too absorbed our own niche and look 
around too little. understand and help each other 
better need make conscious effort learn more 
about what our fellow entomologists are doing. 

certain respects entomology like growing plant, 
that integrated working unit which takes raw 
material, re-works it, mixes with ingredients manu- 
factures itself, coordinates all it, and finally bears 
fruit. But like true plant, entomology does not manu- 
facture all its raw materials. 
materials are the ideas and information which come from 
other branches science. 

Let illustrate this thought with few examples. 
You are all acquainted with the great strides made 
insect physiology the last three decades. Did this 
revolution arise within entomology? No. came about 
because general physiologists such Wigglesworth and 
Yeager were assigned working insects and they 
brought with them five decades physiological informa- 
tion about which the entomological group knew very little. 
aftermath the surge insect physiology new 
school blossomed within the field insect toxicology. 
This movement started because some chemists and en- 
tomologists working together were able reach into the 
findings chemistry and biochemistry and bring ideas 
and information the greatest significance from these 
fields into entomology. What about the recent revolution 
insecticides? DDT, BHC, chlordane, and the others. 
Were they discovered entomologists? Again, no. They 
were products the chemist’s flask, and contributed 
entomology. There are other examples could mention, 
have forgotten that many them belong this cate- 
gory because they occurred before our time, involving con- 
cepts from fields such ecology, phylogeny, evolution 
and embryology. 

want make clear that this reflection 
entomology. took entomologists with vision see the 
possibilities these new approaches and new materials. 
The entomologist who invented the spray rig couldn’t have 
done someone hadn’t first invented the pump, but 
certainly the person who invented the pump never thought 
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ofa spray rig. took courage for pioneering entomologists 
turn their backs the accepted practices their days 
and get new methods started. New ideas are simply new 
tools, and test our inventiveness and ingenuity 
use them best advantage. 

one the inside, looking in, entomology might 
appear large, self-contained, independent 
but actually, the above examples show, must send 
roots into every possible scientific field and draw from 
them ingredients necessary for its growth. Without these 
ingredients certain that entomology would stagnate. 

For continued development our field, therefore, 
would urge that all become familiar with the general 
scientific field which borders contains our individual 
entomological specialty. For the insect physiologist this 
bordering field might general physiology biochem- 
istry; for the insect taxonomist and geneticist might 
evolution, general genetics, geology; for the insect 
control worker might mechanics, agricultural eco- 
nomics, plant pathology, public health, forestry, other 
fields. These are only examples. you knows 
better than what would your choice, and the 
total for all few branches science will 
represented. 

There another matter which believe deserves 
attention. Entomology has accepted aid from the more 
general basic sciences. How about paying our way 
and putting something back? Call 
you wish. 

There better reason for doing this than plain 
gratitude. How you think these basic and general 
sciences operate? They are just like entomology. 
order grow each them ecology, general physiology, 
biochemistry, economics, and the like must get ideas 
and data from surrounding scientific fields. they not, 
the very fields which turn for stimulation will 
stagnate, fail develop directions which would 
helpful us. 

and readily accessible any one concerned, and 
shrug off the matter this fashion. But this answer 
fails take three points into account. 

the first place, contributors the general sciences 
are busy anyone else with projects their own. 
result they haven’t time canvas literature volu- 
minous ours find the hidden grains knowledge 
which might value their field. knew what 
look for, entomologist could screen the literature his 
particular specialty far more economically and effectively. 

the second place, great 
findings are reported fashion which perfectly satis- 
factory for the entomological objective view, but un- 
satisfactory from the standpoint their application 
another field. One serious trouble incomplete reporting. 
Material omitted from written entomological reports 
because the authors not realize its importance an- 
other field. encounter this phenomenon within en- 
tomology, not difficult visualize the existence 
this barrier between different branches science. 

the third place, there are many species insects 
that they completely floor most non-entomologists who 
take notion work them. You can imagine the con- 
sternation parasitologist accustomed few hundred 
species per phylum, mammologist accustomed 
few dozen species per family, who comes grips with 
the insects, which may have hundreds species 
genus and 40,000 species single family. 

Considering all three counts, there seems only one 
course action for follow. that entomologists 
learn and understand enough about other fields recog- 


nize entomological data pertinent them and integrate 
these data the proper fields. 

This not impossible task. would think that any 
entomologist who learned enough about some borderline 
field extract useful ideas from it, could learn enough 
insert into the same field pertinent findings 
made himself his associates. would, imagine, 
comparable the difference between learning read 
contrast learning write strange language. 
matter fact understand that often just what 
involved. 

few entomologists are doing this sort service. 
Studies the factors contributing the success 
forest insects have done more than anything else 
clarify concepts regarding high losses over-age stands 
timber. have shown how 
phenomena necessitate change ideas certain 
phases forestry thought, and these turn have led 
changes different but correlated aspects forestry 
theory. cite another instance, few decades ago, one 
two entomologists began pointing out the application 
insect data then current evolutionary thought. The 
disputes which arose are largely responsible for triggering 
many recent excellent books the subject. 

Insect physiologists have recently discovered curious 
phenomena concerning the action 
hormones, and result are posing new and discerning 
questions concerning one the greatest life, 
that differentiation. Another most intriguing 
episode involving this ‘‘return has been the 
discovery the fundamental similarity phenomena 
such insect resistance insecticides, mammalian 
habituation narcotics, and organismic immunity 
pathogens. The importance this similarity not yet 
known, but there great possibility that will lead 
better experiments the endeavor find out the 
nature life itself. There are some outstanding ex- 
amples integration medical entomology, 
which entomologists have been the synthesizing force 
uniting knowledge insects and knowledge corre- 
lated diseases into new ideas general medical impor- 
tance. 

These few practitioners enjoy 
the thanks and admiration those entomologists and 
other scientists working closely with them, but sorry 
say that this feeling does not seem present extend 
far into the entomological fraternity. What recognition 
does the fraternity give these men? Usually 
dubious comment that more médical than en- 
‘‘He really not entomologist any 
more, just ecologist’’, more economist than 
and on. Instead considering these 
men some dubious, half-forgotten, periphery 
entomology should recognize the real value their 
efforts. They are ploughing information 
back into the common fund the synthesizing sciences 
and contributing toward entomology’s share keeping 
these sciences virile. These workers are paying the 
our insurance policy for future supply 
new facts and ideas. Where there are now only few, 
need many underwrite this insurance. 

Just consider the facts. There are least million 
and half different species insects the world. There 
are thousands entomologists gathering data the 
systematics, physiology, toxicology, bionomics, popula- 
tion mechanics, and many other aspects wide variety 
insect groups. for one, fail see how our scientific 
ideas the living world can even close 
they not take into reckoning this vast mass data.

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REPORT COMMITTEE 
ENTOMOLGICAL NOMENCLATURE 


During the past year two questions were referred the 
Committee. These concerned actions taken the 
national Commission Copenhagen and were raised 
paleontologists. The questions are stated below: 

Strong objection has been taken the paleontolo- 
gical field the decision that the name the 
type genus taxoa belonging the Family-Group has 
objective synonym (ii) junior subjective synonym, the 
name the Family-Group taxon based upon the name 
that type genus not changed” (Cop. Dec. Zool. 
Nomencl.: 36, paragraph (1) (a)). 

The second aspect the Copenhagen decisions 
this field which difficulties have been found rela- 
tion the application the principle Priority the 
older names the family-group. This has arisen each 
case where far the question has come putting 
name this group the Official List Family-Group 
Names, namely (a) codifying the decision Opinion 
140 regarding the family name MEROPIDAE birds and 
(b) the recent decision regarding the name Acmaea and 
the family-group name ACHMAEIDAE (Gastropoda). the 
first case has been impossible far run down the 
place where the family-group name was originally publish- 
ed, the second case, Cox found that took two and 
half days’ work his assistant and that even the 
result could not regarded certain. All the specialists 
who have taken part these searches have expressed the 
view that the search for the place first publication 
these names (for which nothing like the Index Animalium 
exists) altogether too laborious and that some method 
other than strict priority ought devised for names 
this group. 

The E.S.A. Committee voted upholding the Copen- 
hagen decisions follows: Question for, against;

The list common names and symbols with definitions 
presented below has been compiled the Committee 
Insecticide Terminology the Entomological Society 
America for use the JOURNAL ECONOMIC EN-

may used until approved names have been established.

composition the products studied. Where formulations, 
such wettable powders and emulsion concentrates are 
used for test purposes, the per cent purity the toxicants 
should given such manner that the work can 
repeated. When indicating dosages the author should make 
clear whether they are terms the formulation the 
active ingredient. may also desirable certain 
experiments include the composition and nature other 
ingredients the formulation with proper footnotes 
the primary source the materials. 

can avoided, registered trade names should not 
used the JOURNAL ECONOMIC ENTOMOLOGY 
they have little immediate value and value per- 
manent literature. the absence approved name, 
for new insecticidal compound, suggested that 
interim designation short descriptive chemical name 
suitable combination chemical connotation and trivial 
name selected.

program. appointing this committee compliance with 
the request, President E.F. Knipling said, feel that the 
committee can serve useful purpose working with the 
federal Civil Defense Administration developing detec- 
tion and survey information connection with defense 
against biological warfare agents. The committee can also 
act advisory capacity for various agencies planning 
insect surveys.

This committee, originally appointed President 
Knipling 1952, was requested serve for term 
three years, the expiration which would expect- 
make appropriate recommendations for its dismissal, 
continuance, change status.

time has seemed necessary desirable amend 
revise these objectives. 

Each year during the life the committee Mr. Avery 
Hoyt, Chief the Bureau Entomology and Plant Quaran- 
tine, now Director, Crops Regulatory Programs, saw fit 
avail himself the committee’s services and according- 
arranged for annual meetings the committee Wash- 
ington, D.C. meetings the committee considered 
the overall interests and needs the Society and the 
profession, and the essence its deliberations has been 
set forth two previous annual reports. addition, the 
committee considered number problems and questions 
posed the Chief the Bureau and his associates, and 
accord with its charter and within the limits its abili- 
ties and competence, rendered decisions and offered ad- 
vice, its 1954 meeting the committee reviewed and 
expressed its approval the general formula developed 
for the allocation Federal Survey funds cooperating 
states; also, response specific proposals, advised 
that until such time more adequate be- 
come available would seem unwise materially deviate 
from the formula favor any particular state states, 
and that for the time being single state allotment 
should exceed $5,000.00. The committee members have 
each instance been gratified the harmony which pre- 
vailed throughout all these conferences, and are 
more than pleased report that the end each session 
spokesmen for the committee and the Bureau had only 
words praise and appreciation for the efforts put forth 
all concerned. 

The committee was never called upon confer co- 
operate with state, federal, professional agencies other 
than the Bureau Entomology and Plant Quarantine, but 
the members are unanimous agreement that the Society’s 
provision for such liaison was wise and should per- 
petuated. believe such committee can and should 
continue serve advisory consulting capacity 
either voluntarily request basis. Certainly could 
helpful resolving matters procedure policy 
and/or the clarification previous committee rulings 


recommendations. 

The committee would remiss its duty failed 
recognize and acknowledge the marvelous progress that 
has been made this cooperative effort during the past 
three More individuals and agencies are cooperat- 
ing and the reports have increased very noticeably both 
volume and quality. 

the suggestion the committee Mr. Kelvin Dorward 
and his associates compiled 50-page mimeographed 
Manual Survey Methods that had previously been re- 
leased piecemeal. its last meeting the committee 
strongly urged the revision and expansion this Manual 
and proposed that the Economic Insect Survey Section 
might well consider the preparation larger and more 
comprehensive Insect Survey Manual that would include 
Survey Methods, Specific Characteristics Used the 
Identification Pest Species, Native and Introduced Spe- 
cies danger being carried into new areas, and foreign 
pests that are apt introduced into this country. 

The expansion survey work inevitably places in- 
creased burden the insect taxonomists, and may easily 
completely swamp the totally inadequate facilities for 
insect identification. Administrators are therefore urged, 
insofar possible, make provisions for additional 
support this field. There urgent need for more full 
time taxonomists, but where expansion the full-time 
staff impossible, the employment fullor part-time 
preparators and needed improvement available facilities 
would often greatly increase the output existing 

The committee reiterates its recommendation that in- 
creased attention should devoted the development 
surveys designed detect the possible presence im- 
portant insect pests areas where they have not been 
known occur heretofore. All state leaders are urged 
expand their efforts this direction. More nearly ade- 
quate surveys this type would produce data inesti- 


mable value regulatory officials, ecologists and 
biologists interested the geographical and ecological 


distribution species. also emphasized that such 
surveys would most likely detect the presence 
any new insect pests that might have been introduced 
through accident sabotage. 

the last session Congress funds for survey work 
were cut rather than increased. Since the growth and 
development survey work will large extent de- 
pendent upon increased appropriations, imperative 
that all who regard this endeavor important function 
government that ould expanded take upon them- 
selves see that their local Congressman and other in- 
fluential persons are properly informed the subject. 

accord with the charge made the time its ap- 
pointment, your committee recommends that this meeting 
the Society shall replaced duly authorized 
standing committee ten members; the individuals recog- 
nized charge the Economic Insect Survey Section 
and the Insect Identification Section the Agricultural 
Research Service shall all times, virtue their re- 
positions, recognized members the com- 
mittee. The remaining eight members should elected 
for 4-year terms (two each year) and candidates should 
selected give representation the following 
groups: state experiment stations, state extension ser- 
vices, state regulatory and control agencies, Federal Regu- 
latory and Control, Federal Entomological Research, 
industry, forest entomology, and the public health agencies. 
parallel procedures followed similar situations (By- 
laws; Art. VI, Sect. selection the candidates 
shall made from lists three names proposed for each 
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committee vacancy the Chairman the Insect Survey 
Committee. 

this its last report your committee would like re- 
emphasize its oft-repeated admonition that each and every 
member the Society should become affiliated with some 
phase insect survey work and thereby contribute his 
mite the common effort. also urged that where 
independent agencies groups are engaged insect 
survey activities, they should integrate such efforts into 
the overall program the Economic Insect Survey Section.

The annual meeting the Division Biology and 
Agriculture was held May 15, 1954 the National Acad- 
emy Sciences. 

Committees the Agricultural Board reported (a) 
Animal Nutrition, (b) collection and preservation 8,000 
indigenous strains maize for future genetic research, 
and (c) plant and crop ecology for future use vegeta- 
ble production under military commands. 

Committees the Food and Nutrition Board reported 
(a) nutrition appraisal human groups, (b) 
intentional additives foods, (c) dietary allowances and 
nutrition education, and (d) dental health. 

The American Institute Biological Sciences became 
separated 1954 from the Division Biology and Agricul- 
ture. The AIBS features operational services for its 
member and affiliated societies and for all biologists 
general. Among its activities are (a) employe placement 
service, (b) administration the National Register 
Scientific and Technical Personnel, (c) preparation 
Handbook Biological Data, and (d) preparation 
handbook vertebrate and invertebrate animals for labora- 
tary use. 

Last year the Chemical-Biological Coordination Center 
entered 55,000 chemicals and 130,000 tests coding 
cards.

From time time 
would profitable for each look over periodicals 
organizations concerned with fields near his own 
interest. Another source information lies number 
periodicals, such Science, The American Scientist 
and Scientific American, which are aimed explaining 
understandable fashion problems, discoveries and ideas 
from all branches science. 

There also the possibility organizing small 
groups among ourselves, those interested the same 
general topic, for discussion informal, advanced 
level. The has developed this idea its 
famous Gordon Lecture Series, covering chiefly chemistry, 
physics, and physiology. There reason why 
cannot use this same technique. 
groups meeting locally, branch meetings, special 
meetings, annual meetings, depending the needs 
the group and the topic. 

And lastly would like point out that great benefits 
along these lines would accrue from our Society meeting 
with other Societies, that inter-society symposia and 
discussions could arranged suitable topics. 

That will need the benefits such program 
sure. Listening snatches predictions, you hear 
people say “‘our first good chance soil insects’’, 
getting into population ‘‘surveys 
running like the Weather these phrases 
mean that the field control man headed for new prob- 
lems ecology, toxicology, taxonomy, and bionomics, 
name only few. Speaking for the taxonomists, must tell 
you all honesty that the taxonomy today can’t answer 
the problems today, let alone those tomorrow. 
meet new needs taxonomists must achieve better 
understanding insect species biological, physio- 
logical, and genetic units order tell other workers 
what they are dealing with and reach level easier 
and more accurate identification. The most discerning 
questions tomorrow will have answered the 
improved taxonomy tomorrow. have spoken only for 
taxonomy, but the same holds true for every other phase 
entomology for all science, for that matter. 

This why believe strongly free trade 
ideas and information, and why sincerely that 
entomologists will give their full support the under- 
taking. will most interesting and rewarding ex- 
perience, really, for those taking part and will 
inestimable value science and mankind.

Research Insects Affecting Grain and Cther Stored 
Products was, indicated some and denied others, 
transferred the Grain Marketing Division-this despite the 
fact that, (see letter quoted last year’s report) the As- 
sistant Secretary had assured the committee forest insects 
alone was scheduled for separation from the research work 
that would retained and continued the Entomological 
Research Branch. view subsequent events has

BOOK REVIEWS 


The Cicadas California. John Simons. Bull. Calif. 
Insect Survey, vol. no. pp. 151-196, pls. 41-48, text- 


fig., photo. Printed offset. University California 
Press. 75¢ 


Since for many insect groups California one the 
last large areas the United States moderately well 
treated comprehensive taxonomic works, the papers 
this series have added importance. Sixty-five species 
cicadas genera are treated here. The total United 
States cicada fauna said include about 153 species 
genera. These figures suggest the richness the 
cicada fauna California, doubtless due part the 
diverse ecological conditions the State. While the col- 
consulted appear have been limited those 
California, records cited suggest the comparative ade- 
quacy the material examined. The late Wymore, 
whose material preserved largely the California 
Academy Sciences, ranks the leading collector 
California cicadas, and the papers the Dr. 
Davis were basic stepping stones which helped make this 
synopsis possible.
